All  the  Europeans  were  in  the  house  the-  previous  night. 

They  were  all  well  except  Dr.  Quinn  who  could  net  walk.  All 

clothing  belongings  to  the  other  four  whites  was  still  in  the 
he  use  when  I  went  thc  next  morning.
